London, Aug. 13.—Britain to-day awaits news of great happenings at sea and on 
land, where her forces and those of her allies are in contact with the enemy. Official in- 
formation received here has led to the hope that the German fleet has taken the offensive, 
as it was expected it would when the first decisive land battle impended. 

Everything points to the probability that the allied armies of England, France and 
Belgium are in a death grapple with the Kaiser's army of the Meuse, which has advanced 
from Liege in the direction of Brussels.

The railwey from Moscow to War- 
saw follows the route taken by Na 
poiéon’s army on the famous retreat 
fiom Moscow in 1812, when it passed 
Borodino and over the Beresina river. 

The first sine of railway to be con 
structed in Russia was opened (n 
ras not until 1851, when 
St. Petersburg and Moscow were 
connected by rail, that a line of any 
length was in use. 

Since that time the mileage of rail- 
ways in Russia, as in most otber 
vountries, hae iacreased rapidly. In 
1886 it was 16,000 mile and in 1858, 
26,600. In 1904 it had inereasea to} 
38,000 miles, including the great 
trans-Sibevian ‘ine, while in 1910 it 
Was more than 47,400 miles, wich 
4,700 miles under construction or pro- 
jJectedr 

The standard gauge in Russia is 
five feet-—-as ccinpered with the 4 
feét 814 inches more generally preval- 
ent in the rest of Europe—with the 
result that the carriages are very 
roomy and comfo.table.

Some idea of the work being un- 
dertaken by the Co-operative Organiza- 
tion Branch of the Saskatchewan De- 
partment of Agriculture may be glean.

shipped by them te Elsemann Bros., 
Boston, Mags., the lot including more 
than 50,000 pounds worth approximate- 
ly $9,000. The whole supply marketed 
tlrough this agency was purchased at 
17% cents per pound, and the produc- 
ers will rece'ye thie price, less the 
bare cost of marketing. 

This is merely another instance of 
the awakening of live stock interest | 
in the west, and an example of the| 


benefit to oe deiived from the farm- 
er working alon;; co-operative lines. 
Last year the small wool growers 


obtained prices ranging from 8 to 10 
cents for their clips; this year tie 
price is practically doubled, In addi-| 
tion to these small producers the large | 
flock owners have also availed them-! 
selves of the opportunity. | 

Among the woo! growers sending | 
shipments are Joseph Glenn, South 
Qu’Appelle, 1,20: pounds; from For-| 
bisker 1,400 wounds, and from Nep-| 
tune, 1,200 por nds.

Englishmen and, for that matter, 
practically all other nations, believe 
that we have in Kitchener, a man, if 
anything greater than Wellington, 
and it is a well-known fact that the 
Kaiser feais him more than any living 
man. If it falls to Kitchener to as- 
sume control of the Allies’ army, we 
may rest assured that the St. Helena 
of Napoleon’s Waterloo, will be infi- 


nitely preferable to the Berlin after- 


Kaiser's, for it is certain, if the for- 
tune of war favors the Allies, that 
Germany's overthrow will be humili- 
ating in the extreme, 


In the course of a striking article 
on the probable results of the war, 
the New York Evening Post says: 

** Dynasties may crumble before all 
is done; empires change their form 
of government. But whatever hap- 
pens Europe — humanity — will not 
settle back again into a position en- 
abling three emperors—one of them 
senile, another subject to melancholia 
and the third often showing signs of 
disturbed mental balance—to give, on 
their individual choice or whim, the 
signal for destruction and massacre.”

Austria, who hitherto has refrained 
from declaring war on Great Britain, 
is expected to do so to-day, 

Japan, itis rumored, is making ex- 
tensive preparations with a view to 
safeguarding Great Britain’s interests 
in the east. From despatches pub- 
lished in old country papers, however, 
one would be led to think that Eng- 
land would much prefer Japan re- 
maining nuetral, 

Edmonton, Aug. 14,—The govern- 
ment of Alberta, through his Honour 
Lieutenant-Governor Bulyea, has ten- 
dered, through the Secretary of State 
at Ottawa, an offer to His Majesty's 
Goverrment of half a million bushels 
of Alberta oats, to be delivered free 
of charge to any elevator on the At- 
lantic coast.

WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


NY person who is the sole head of 

a family, ov any male over 18 years 
id, may homestead a quarter section 
of available Dominion land in Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan or Alberta The 
applicant must appear in person at the 
|} Dominion Lands Agency or Sub- 
agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any agency, on 
certain conditions by father, mother, 
son, daughter, brothe: or sister of in- 
tending homesteader, 

Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in eaeh of 
three zears, A homesteader may live 
on @ farm of at least 80 acres solely 
owned and occupied by him or by his 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
ev or sister, 

In certain distvicts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead, Price 
$3.00 per acr? 

Duties.—Must reside upon the home- 
tead or pre-emption, six months in 
each of six years from date of home- 
stead entry (including time nired 
earn euch homestead patent) und cul- 
tivate fifty acres extra, 

A homesteader Who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ab- 
tain # pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts, Duties.
